the pouertie of La74rw is better thenthe ri- 


ches of Dizes : The ſickenes of a wiſe man, 
with his wiſedome, is betterthe the health of 
_ afoolewith his follie, And what goods foe- 
uer a man hath,he cantot bee a good man fo 
long as he himſelfe is cuill : andif a man may 
be rcarmed a good man for hauing riches, 
then a foole may bee tearmed a wiſe man 
when he hath on a wiſe mans gowne., The 
Scriptures ſpeake much in the commendati- 
on of godly poore men, and preferreth them 
before vngodly rich men,as there is cauſe : ye 
ſee your calling(ſaiththe Apoſtle to the Co- 
rinthians)Howrthat notmany wiſemen after 


the fleſh,not many mightie, not many noble 


are called : but God hath choſen the fooliſh 


thingsof the world,to confound the wiſe: and 
God hath choſen the weake thinges of the 
world to confound the mightie things + and 
vile things of the world, and things whichare 


delpiled,hath God choſen, &c, Toſheweof — 
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what perſons forthe moſt 


doth conſiſt : now what greater preferment 
*thenro be choſen of God, and who are coun- 
red more fooliſh, and more weake ,' and|\more 


vile,and more deſpiſedinthe world'then the 


/ poore, eſpecially whom God hath choſen;& 
ſer his markevpon? Among other greatmar-
